In the me- 
chanical kidney, the same stuff 
filters poisons out of human 
blood, just as normal kidneys do. 
| The mechanical kidney is a 
j machine used outside the body. 
june pationt’s ,blood is pumped 
through it and back into his body 
again. Its main valve now is in 
last-resort attempts to save per- 
sons suffering from certain kinds 
of blood poisoning that develop 
when their kidneys fail to work. 

The first such machine, a big 
apparatus, was invented by Dr. 
W. J. Kolff of Holland. Recently 
three Canadians, Dr.. Gordon 
Murray, Dr. Edmund DeLorme, 
and Newell Thomas, developed a 
kidney using the cellulose filter 
plus a pump. A third one, with 
some improvements, was designed 
and is operated here by Dr.

WASHINGTON—-The price of 
food is high, and yet the govern- 
ment is guaranteeing the farmer 
a minimum price for 200 major 
crops. 

Most farmers understand the 
principies behind price supports 
but not so all the city folks with 
grocery bills to meet. 

The farmers know, for instance, 
that while the government was 
guaranteeing a certain price for 
Some crops in the past few years, 
it was ‘seldom that the market 
price fell below the guaranteed 
price. So the government seldom 
had to step in with heavy sup- 
' port. 

Attempts to _ stabilize crop 
prices by artificial means date 
back many years. At first farm- 
| ers tried to do it by cooperative 
methods, by agreeing to withhold 
products from markets so there 
would be a scarcity and prices 
would stay up. 

During the Hoover  adminis- 
tration the Agricultural Market- 
ing Act of 1929 was passed in an 
effort to keep prices from falling 
| because of farm surpluses. 

The government bought grain 
in an effort to keep up the farm- 
ers’ prices. Then the Democrats 
came to power and passed the 
| Agricultural Adjustment Act of 
1933. Farmers agreed to limit 
the size of crops in return for 
benefit payments. The govern- 
' ment attempted to finance these 
payments through taxes levied 
against food processors, but this 
was held unconstitutional in 1936. 

The government’ then began 
paying the farmers out ‘of gen- 
eral revenues, raised by taxation 
and other means.

It may save lives in kidney 
failure and blood poisoning due 
to metals, to reactions § after 
blood transfusions, acute neph- 
ritis, a kidney disease, or certain 
blood poisonings during preg- 
nancy, Dr. Slotkin said. It does 
not help in chronic nephritis or 
in high blood pressure. 

In the machine here, the pa- 
tient’s blood is drawn from a vein 
in the abdomen and_ then is 
pumped through 100 feet of nar- 
row tubing made of cellulose 
acetate. This tubing is coiled 
around the inside of a six-gallon 
plastic jar. The jar is filled with 
a special chemical bath, stirred 
by a propellor. The blood is 
purified as it passes through 
the tubing. Poisonous salts in the 
blood pass through the tubing 
into the chemical bath. The tub- 
ing permits only one-way traffic 
for these poisons, Nothing in the 
bath can enter the blood. And 
only the toxins in the blood are 
small enough to pass out through 
the tubing. At intervals some of 
the chemical bath is drawn off 
and fresh material added. An air 
trap captures any bubbles or
